I learned that General Rodolpho 
Graziani, the commander of the south- 
‘ern front in Abyssinia. has been order- 
ed to resume his interrupted drive on 
Harrar immediately. The Duce wants 
the second largest city of Ethiopia 
taken “at all costs’’ before the rainy 
season sets in.

SAFE DARING WASHINGTON, Feb. 19.—The cloakroom explana- 

tion for Congressman Bell’s unseemly daring in 
taking on the Townsendites for an investigation is simply that he comes 
from Kansas City. 

Democratic congressmen from Kansas City are immune from the 
ordinary political hazards which affect public men. As all well-informed 
politicos know, Local Boss Pendergast is extremely influential in electing 
public officials in that city. If he likes you, it is immaterial what the 
Townsendites think of you. He likes Mr. Bell. 

Thus Mr. Bell will be able to play a strong David to Dr. Townsend's 
political Goliath. Trembling congressmen generally are cheering him on 
from a safe distance in the background. Elimination of the Townsend 
influence would cause them all to breathe easier. 

Note—Bell is a capable lawyer, a former circuit judge and a thorough- 
ly competent congressman. He will do a good job. 


FAMILY SPIRIT The comparable courage of Rules Chairman O’Con- 
nor in almost taking on the politically powerful 
Father Coughlin has a slightly different explanation. 

A revealing slant on that is virtually every congressman, republican 
and democratic, arose to applaud O’Connor’s official answer to the 
politico-churchman. They all stood by him, although, only a few days 
earlier, only four of them voted in favor of his vetoed claims bill, and 
many of them have signed the Frazier-Lemke petition.

Probe Reveals Ann Hewitt’s 
Condition Did Not War- 


rant Operation. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 19.—(P) 
Municipal Judge Sylvain J. Lazarus 
announced today he would hold two 
physicians for superior court trial on 
mayhem charges for the sterilization 
of Ann Cooper Hewitt unless defense 
attorneys showed some good 
why he should not do so. 

Tilton E. Till- 
man and Samuel G. Boyd, charged 
with performing the operation, imme- 
diately declared they would. present 
arguments against such action.

SUPREME COURT BARS 
‘BURIAL ASSOCIATIONS’ 


Funeral Directors Win Fight 
Against Funeral Con- 
tracts by Decision. 


The Georgia Funeral Directors’ As- 
sociation yesterday won its fight 
against “burial associations” when the 
state supreme court upheld a perma- 
nent injunction barring funeral serv- 
ice contracts. The order of the court 
enjoins undertakers and other opera- 
tors of the associations from collect- 
ing any more money on pending con- 
tracts. 

The case was that of the Clarke & 
Park Funeral Home, of Thomasville, 
against Comptroller General William 
B. Harrison, the ex-officio insurance 
commissioner and grew out of a law 
passed at the last session of the gen- 
eral assembly, under the sponsorship 
of the funeral directors’ association, 
providing that where burial insurance 
is carried the insurance must be paid 
in cash and not in funeral expenses. 

Comptroller General Harrison 
sought te collect insurance’ taxes 
against the Thomasville company. He 
kad Judge W. E. Thomas, of the 
Thomas superior court, for an injunc- 
tion preventing the company from con- 
tinuing business and obtained it. The 
company appealed to the supreme 
court, attacking the validity of the 
act and the high court upheld Judge 
Thomas. 

Before the case came up to the 
high court eight members of the fu- 
neral directors’ association in Thom- 
asville and vicinity ! 
becoming a party to the litigation, in 
support of the comptroller general.
